MADISON. Wis., Feb. 25.— “Under 
the modest name of an ‘investigation 
of the cost of living/ the Aldrich ma­ 
chine has instituted with elaborate 
formality, senatorial investigation to 
prepare political campaign material 
to prove that the new tariff has not 
advanced prices.” 
In this striking language Senator 
La Follette, in this week’s issue of 
La Follette’s Weekly Magazine, de­ 
nounces as a mockery, the proposed 
investigation to be made by the Unit­ 
ed States senate 
of 
the question: 
“Why prices are soaring.” He ana­ 
lyzes the records of the membership 
of the committee, which is composed 
of Mr. Ix>dge, chairman, Mr Gallin- 
ger, Mr. McCumber, Mr. Smoot, Mr. 
Crawford, republicans, and Mr. Sim­ 
mons and Mr. Clark 
of 
Arkansas, 
democrats, and shows that when few 
exceptions each member has been a 
humble, groveling servant 
of 
the 
Aldrich machine. 
“The Aldrich-Cannon management 
has had recourse to measures which 
are heroic, if not desperate,” says 
Senator La .Follette in exposing the 
method by which the committee is 
packed. “It has decided to meet the 
Issue—In its own peculiar way. It 
hag put itself on trial, but to make 
sure of the outcome, it will conduct 
the trial itself.” 
Senator La Follette drags the tar­ 
iff skeleton from the closet, and, In 
analyzing the Increased cost of liv­ 
ing, 
proclaims: 
“That the Payne- 
Aldrich-Cannon tariff revision was a 
mockery, and a betrayaJ of the party 
pledges; that the tariff was a revi­ 
sion upward.” 
Senator La Follette shows the ab­ 
ject servitude of Senator* Lodge and 
Gallinger, and. in speaking of Sena­ 
tor McCumber 
of North Dakota. 
says: 
“He is only In a slightly better po­ 
sition than Aldrich and Lodge and 
Gallinger to ‘investigate’ the cause 
of high price* and to report that the 
new tarff, most of which he support­ 
ed faithfully by vote and argument 
and for all of which, a* a member of 
the finance committee, he is in part 
answerable, is responsible for these 
high prices, and thereby to condemn 
his own record.” 
Senator Smoot of Utah is held up 
to scorching ridicule in the follow­ 
ing language: 
“In the tariff session It wag Smoot 
who racked his brains by night and 
strained his voice by day, in the ef­ 
fort to make a good case out of bad 
figures and to make wobbly, weak­ 
kneed ‘arguments’ in defense of the 
tariff bill stand erect on the floor of 
the senate. Smoot, too, will ‘investi­ 
gate’ high prices and their relation 
to the tariff! He will struggle with 
the facts and wrestle with the fig­ 
ures! But he will prove that the 
tariff has not raised any prices! He 
will prove It! He has got to! 
In discussing the record of Senator 
Crawford of South Dakota, Senator 
La Follette shows that on 52 roll 
calls he voted against Aldrich, while 
on 70 he voted with Aldrich. The pre­ 
ponderance of the record Is against 
him. 
Similarly, the reords or Senator 
Simmons of North 
Carolina 
and 
Clarke of Arkansas are discussed as 
follows: 
“Democrats on such a committee 
can only be chiefly ornamental at 
best. The democrats named are not 
senators who will be so vigorous in 
their participation in the ‘investiga­ 
tion' as to be an embarrassment to 
the ‘safe’ Aldrich majority. More­ 
over, their findings, lf they make a 
minority report, will be easily dis­ 
u sed of on the ground of poltical 
bias.”

TWO AVALANCHES 


Sixty Mites of Railway Are 
Blocked 
bv 
Immense 
• 
Snowbank; Houses and 
Men Are Buried 


MISSOULA. Mont.. Feb. 25.—Re­ 
sulting from a disastrous avalanche 
on the west end of this division of 
the Puget Sound lin e, three men and 
one woman are dead and one man is 
more or less injured. Charles Nelson 
was struck by an avalanche 
near 
Adair and buried under 300 feet of 
snow, with three companions, who 
were employed as section men. The 
three men crawled out uninjured. 
This accident occurred early yes­ 
terday morning, and at 10:15 
last 
night another avalanche thundered 
down the hill near the Adair water 
tank, covering a prospectors’ shack 
in which were five men and 
one 
woman.

The Joint Postal Commission in 1907 
reported as follows:

•'It appear* too obvious to require argument that tho 
most efficient serv ice can never be expected aa long as the 
direction of the business is, as at present, intrusted to a 
Postmaster-General and certain assistants selected with­ 
out special reference to experience and qualifications and 
subject to frequent change. 
Before the Postmaster- 
General and his assistants can become reasonably familiar 
with the operations of the service they are replaced by 
others, who, in turn, are called upon to resign before they 
can, in the nature of things, become qualified by knowl­ 
edge and experience to perform their allotted tasks. 
Under such a system a large railroad, commercial or 
industrial business would inevitably go into bankruptcy, 
and the Pos* -Office Department has averted that fate only 
because the United States Treasury has been available to 
meet deficiencies." 


The*public accountants*report said: 


“The work of the Department and its development if 
hindered all along the line by slavish adherence to old 
methods and to precedents created in previous yearn, and 
many reforms which might otherwise be instituted ane 
hindered —if not entirely prevented—by appeals to the 
decisions of the Comptroller, made, perhaps, many years 
ago under entirely different conditions. 
Then, again, 
the conservatism of Government officials is a generally 
admitted fact. There is no inducement to employees to 
suggest improvements in the service for the reason that if 
these improvements result in greater efficiency or economy 
of administration they will receive little credit: and, on 
the other hand, if new methods are not successful they 
mill be charged with the whole blame." 


In view of these official statements 
by those whom Congress authorized to in­ 
vestigate the Post-Office, we submit that 
the Postmaster-General’s attempt to wipe 
out the deficit in his Department by raising 
the postage on your magazines, instead of by 
devoting his energies to securing legislation 
that will place the service on a sound, effi­ 
cient and economical basis, is unwise and 
unbusinesslike.

MAD MOB SEEKS 
BROOKS IN VAIN 


DALLAS, Texas, Feb. 25.— S tart­ 
ing before daylight a mob of over 
a thousand men and boys is scour-, 
tog every inch of ground th ro u g h 
town and the surrounding country 
today in search of Allen Brooks, a 
negro, alleged to have assaulted tw o 
year old E thel Buvins.
